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NBA hoping to increase 
population, consumption 


Though National Buffalo Associa- 
tion members had a good time while 
in Terre Haute, the organization was 
formed with some serious goals in 
mind. 

The group seeks to increase the 
buffalo population — which once 
approached extinction — and* to 
promote the consumption of buffalo. 

According to Ernie Furnas, who 
hosted the Terre Haute convention, 
about 164 members attended. Na- 
tional membership stands at about 
800 


“I feel really honored to have 
them here,” he said. “It’s a tightly- 
knit group of people.” 

The number of buffaloes has 
grown from a few hundred to about 
60,000 or 70,000 over the past 20 or 30 


years, said Roy Houck, one of the 
founding fathers of the organization. 

Furnas said the buffalo belonging 
to association members account for 
about 17,000. He joined the associa- 
tion in 1972, and has 12 head of cattle 
on his farm. 

He now eats only buffalo meat. 
“Once you eat buffalo, you don’t eat 
beef anymore,” he said. 

The group also hopes to promote 
consumption of buffalo meat. 
Although some members keep buf- 
falo as a hobby, most sell it 
commercially. 

The event also helped boost the 


local economy, Furnas said, refer- 


ring to one man from Alabama who 
purchased a new truck while in 
Terre Haute. Several came to town 


by Britt Airlines, many stayed at the 
Sheraton, and a group went to the 
Oktoberfest Friday night. 

The association was formed in 
1966, according to Houck, who has 
3,000 head in Pierre, S.D. He sells 
the meat commercially throughout 
the United States. 

He believes buffalo consumption is 
increasing, though it still represents 
a “drop in the bucket.” 

Buffalo meat proponents say it has 
45 percent more protein than beef. 

Armando Flocchini, association 
president, has 2800 head in San Jose, 
Cal. The group’s purpose, he said, 
“is to promote growth of the buffalo 
population to make sure they don’t 
become extinct again.”
